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The  National  Cooperative  Dairy  Herd  Improvement  Program  (NCDHIP)  is  a 
voluntary  national  dairy  production  testing  and  recordkeeping  program  in 
operation  since  1906.    Sponsors  are  Agricultural  Research  and  Extension  of  the 
Science  and  Education  Administration,  USDA,  and  the  Cooperative  Extension 
Service  in  each  State.    The  data  obtained  within  each  herd  are  used  by  the 
dairy  farmer  for  making  management  decisions,  which  include  culling,  breeding, 
feeding,  and  health  control.    The  data  are  used  by  the  sponsors  and  cooperators 
for  education,  research,  and  genetic  evaluation  of  dairy  animals. 

Each  of  the  local  Dairy  Herd  Improvement  Associations  or  the  State  DHIA 
is  responsible  for  routine  operation  of  the  NCDHIP  in  each  State.    Since  1965, 
the  National  Dairy  Herd  Improvement  Association,  Inc.  (NDHIA),  a  federation 
of  State  DHIA's,  has  become  more  and  more  involved  in  directing  the  NCDHIP. 
NDHIA  coordinates  activities  among  State  DHIA's  and,  nationally,  represents 
dairy  farmers  on  test. 

On  January  1,  1979,  the  NCDHIP  included  58,850  cow  herds  with  3,993,675 
cows  or  36.8  percent  of  the  Nation's  dairy  cow  population  and  1,367  goat  herds 
with  13,251  does.    The  60,217  dairy  and  goat  herds  were  in  1,045  local  Dairy 
Herd  Improvement  Associations,  which  employed  2,541  DHIA  supervisors.  The 
official  plans  included  36,138  cow  herds  and  2,794,058  cows,  averaging  77.3 
cows  per  herd,  and  1,344  goat  herds  with  12,961  does,  averaging  9.6  does  per 
herd.    Owner-Sampler  (0-S)  testing  included  17,654  cow  herds  and  764,938  cows, 
averaging  43.3  cows  per  herd,  and  23  goat  herds  with  290  does,  averaging  12.6 
goats  per  herd.    Corresponding  data  for  nonofficial  Alternate  AM-PM  were  3,844 
cow  herds  and  207,925  cows  for  54.1  cows  per  herd.    The  other  nonofficial  plans 
included  1,218  cow  herds  and  226,754  cows,  averaging  186.2  cows  per  herd. 

The  percentage  of  the  Nation's  cows  enrolled  in  official  plans  was  25.7, 
an  increase  from  24.7  percent  in  1978,  which  is  partly  due  to  inclusion  of  two 
new  plans.    Owner-Sampler  cows  were  7.1  percent  of  the  Nation's  cows  on 
January  1,  1978,  and  on  January  1,  1979,  and  nonofficial  Alternate  AM-PM 
decreased  to  1.9  percent.    Enrollment  in  other  nonofficial  plans  comprised  2.1 
percent  of  the  Nation's  cows,  a  decrease  of  0.3  percent  from  1978.    Since  the 
number  of  goats  in  the  Nation  is  not  available,  the  percentage  on  test  cannot 
be  determined.

Table  2  shows  Hawaii,  Arizona,  New  Mexico,  South  Carolina,  and  Nevada 
with  more  than  60  percent  of  their  cows  enrolled  in  the  NCDHIP,  4  States  with 
50-59.9  percent,  9  with  40-49.9  percent,  17  with  30-39.9  percent,  11  with 
20-29.9  percent,  and  4  with  10-19.9  percent.    (See  map  on  page  4.) 

Interest  in  goat  raising  and  production  testing  is  increasing  throughout 
the  country.    This  year,  151  more  herds  and  1,833  more  goats  were  reported 
than  last  year.    Forty- three  States  reported  goat  enrollment  this  year 
compared  with  39  last  year. 

Official  DHI  increased  by  638  herds  and  37,780  cows  since  January  1, 
1978.    Because  of  an  error  in  last  year's  report,  1  DHIR  herd  should  be  added 
to,  and  101  DHIR  cows  should  be  subtracted  from,  last  year's  report.  Enrollment 
in  the  DHIR  plan  increased  by  173  herds  and  7,021  cows. 

Two  new  official  plans  have  enrollment  this  year.    They  are  Official  DHI 
AM-PM  with  Monitoring  Device  (not  accepted  for  DHIR)  and  Official  DHI  with 
Alternate  AM-PM  Component  Sampling  (accepted  for  DHIR  by  the  American  Jersey 
Cattle  Club  and,  by  publication  date,  the  Brown  Swiss  Cattle  Breeders' 
Association).    Many  of  the  former  nonofficial  AM-PM  records  are  probably 
included  in  these  plans.    As  shown  in  tables  7-9,  there  were  355  herds  and 
45,193  cows  enrolled  in  the  2  plans  on  January  1,  1979. 
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Because  of  errors  in  reporting  from  1  State,  the  totals  for  0-S  on 
January  1,  1978,  should  be  corrected  to  18,089  herds  and  773,842  cows.  Thus 
there  was  a  decrease  of  435  herds  and  8,904  cows  since  January  1,  1978.  The 
Alternate  AM-PM  plan  increased  by  542  herds  and  23,825  cows  since  January  1, 
1978.  The  corrected  totals  for  the  Commercial  plan  on  January  1,  1978,  were 
368  herds  and  104,793  cows.  Thus  there  was  a  decrease  of  37  herds  and  an 
increase  of  10,329  cows  since  January  1,  1978. 

The  MOR  plan  increased  by  52  herds  and  16,198  cows  since  January  1,  1978. 
The  WADAM  plan  had  the  same  number  of  herds  and  decreased  by  494  cows  since 
January  1,  1978.    Other  plans  decreased  by  32  herds  and  1,113  cows  with 
enrollment  in  only  3  States.    Some  of  last  year's  "other"  herds  were  apparently 
included  in  the  MOR  plan  this  year. 

The  number  of  cows  enrolled  in  official  testing  plans  has  increased 
regularly  since  1944  and  has  almost  doubled  since  1956.    The  percentage  of 
cows  on  test  has  almost  quadrupled  since  1956,  because  the  number  of  milk 
cows  in  the  United  States  has  been  reduced  50  percent  since  1956. 

Testing  during  the  last  3  years  shows  a  large  increase  during  1976,  a 
slightly  smaller  increase  during  1977,  and  an  even  smaller  increase  during 
1978.    The  increases  in  1976  and  1977  resulted  primarily  from  a  major  effort 
in  one  State  to  enroll  herds  in  the  NCDHIP.    The  increase  of  129,835  cows  in 
all  plans  during  1978  was  primarily  because  of  increases  in  10  States,  all  of 
which  had  increases  of  3,000  cows  or  more. 

Although  a  large  part  of  the  percentage  increase  on  test  has  resulted 
from  the  decrease  in  the  national  cow  population,  that  decrease  is  itself 
decreasing,  so  further  percentage  increases  in  the  NCDHIP  will  more  nearly 
reflect  increased  enrollment  in  the  NCDHIP.    It  is  to  be  expected  that  more 
dairy  farmers  will  recognize  the  value  of  the  NCDHIP  and  will  become 
participants .
